books  whose  content  would  appeal  to 
their  beloved  daughters,  but  whose 
illustrations  also  passed  muster.  To  this 
end,  after  they  had 
organized,  catalogued 
and  shelved  the  books, 
they  put  together  a 
pamphlet  called 
"Stepping  Stones"  which 
detailed  age-appropriate 
children's  books. 
When  the  idea  of 
revamping  the  Junior 
Library  first  occurred,  our 
thought  was 
refurbishing. ..a  new  coat 
of  paint,  maybe  some 
furniture.

Director  of  Advancement  at  BH,  very 
quickly  introduced  words  like

and  "structural  changes".  My  sister  Anne 
(Sellers)  Harvey  '62,  sister-in-law  Erin 
Sellers  and  I  quickly  decided  that,  to  use 
one  of  Mum's  favourite  expressions, 
"Going  the  whole  hog"  seemed 
appropriate.  The  result  is  the  wonderful 
facility  which  is  now  available  to  the 
students  of  Balmoral  Hall. 

Now,  Mum  and  Mrs.  Moody  did  their 
part.  We,  the  next  generation,  did  ours. 
Now  it  is  up  to  you  girls  to  do  yours  -  to 
use  the  library  to  stretch  your  minds,  to 
explore  the  unknown,  and  to  use  the 
tremendous  opportunities  that  Balmoral 
Hall  is  affording  you  to  learn,  to  learn 
how  to  learn  and  almost  equally 
important,  to  form  enduring  friendships."

The  differences  are  there  and  they  are  indisputable,  or  as  Dr  JoAnn  Deak, 
internationally  renowned  school  psychologist  and  educator,  simply  stated,  "The 
statements  about  the  differences  in  the  brain  are  an  "is"  based  on  proven  fact." 

On  January  22nd  and  23rd,  2004  at  Balmoral  Hall,  Dr.  Deak  demystified  for 
parents  and  teachers  the  complex  issues  of  the  way  our  brains  are  wired  and 
develop.  Her  evening  was  targeted  for  not  only  teachers  but  parents  of  children  of 
all  ages  and  genders.  The  following  day  provided  a  professional  development 
workshop  for  BH  teachers  as  well  as  many  educators  from  around  the  province, 
all  interested  in  what  Dr.  Deak  had  to  say. 

And  what  she  said  was  very  informative  and  educational  according  to  all  who 
listened  to  her  presentation.  Dr.  Deak  shared  practical  and  strategic  pearls  to 
help  those  who  work  and  live  with  girls  become  more  effective  with  girls.  She 
spoke  eloquently,  yet  in  terms  that  all  could  understand,  considering  she  was 
discussing  the  inner  workings  of  the  brain  and  how  they  affect  our  learning  and 
learning  styles. 

It  is  a  proven  fact  that  humans  are  born  with  300  billion  neurons  which  are 
clustered  differently  in  everyone.  Dr.  Deak's  research  is  based  on  gender 
differences  and  how  this  can  affect  the  way  we  raise  our  boys  and  girls,  as  well 
as  how  we  can  provide  the  best  teaching  and  learning  practices  for  our  future 
leaders.  Learning  to  work  with  gender  differences  will  ensure  that  each  child  can 
achieve  academic  and  social  success.

We  learned  a  lot  from  studying  the  lives 
of  immigrants.  We  learned  you  have  to 
take  chances  and  have  a  lot  of  courage 
to  be  an  immigrant.  You  have  to  take  that 
chance  of  leaving  memories,  friends,  and 
family 

A  lot  of  people  moved  to  Canada  because 
they  could  own  land,  have  food  and 
money  respect,  religion,  etc.  The 
Canadian  government  offered  free  land  to 
help  "pull"  people  in.  There  were  also 
things  in  their  own  lands  which  helped 
"push"  people  towards  Canada. 

We  read  things  in  the  newspaper  and 
learned  it's  not  over  and  is  still  happening 
today  We  role-played.  Julie  played  the 
role  of  Bernard  Van  Ark  from  the 


Netherlands.  Christine  played  the  role  of 
Li  Lung  Chung  from  China.  We  looked  at 
copies  of  things  that  are  in  the  National 
Archives  of  Canada.  We  kept  decision 
journals  to  help  keep  track  of  information 
to  decide  whether  the  person  should 
become  an  immigrant  or  not.  We 
watched  Heritage  Minutes  of  immigrants 
building  soddies,  and  we  also  created  our 
own  posters  to  attract  immigrants. 

Mrs.  Guyot,  Christine's  mom,  came  and 
told  us  her  saga  of  escaping  from  Laos  to 
Thailand  as  a  refugee  during  the  Vietnam 
War  and  how  she  ended  up  in  Canada. 
Mrs.  Guyot  passed  around  pictures 
of  her  life. 

We  learned  a  lot  from  this  unit  by  being 
in  someone  else's  shoes.  It  would  take  a 
lot  of  courage. 


Grade  6  Teacher  Mrs.  Baker  adds:

Throughout  the  unit  the 
students  were  presented  with  the  life 
stories  of  potential  immigrants,  given 
information  about  what  the  immigrants 
might  expect  in  Canada,  and  asked  to 
make  decisions  on  their  behalf.

During  the  first  six  weeks  of  this  year,  the 
Grade  5  classes  were  involved  in  the 
inquiry  entitled  "Notable  Women".  The 
central  idea  of  this  inquiry,  "the  work  of 
women  impacts  society  in  a  personal  and 
global  way,"  sparked  overall  enthusiasm. 

Preliminary  discussions  included  a  series 
of  student-generated  questions  ranging 
from  the  more  obvious  ones  such  as: 
where  and  when  was  the  woman  born, 
how  does  this  woman  fit  the  profile  of  a 
Primary  Years  Program  (PYP)  person,  and 
which  attitudes  did  she  reveal  as  she 
pursued  her  goals  in  life.  During  these 
discussions,  all  students  agreed  that  their 
own  Moms,  Aunties  and  Grandmas  were 
notable  as  they  had  impacted  their  lives  in 
positive  and  encouraging  ways. 

The  students  used  resources  in  the  library 
and  Internet  on  their  laptops  to  research 
and  write  their  presentations.  A  team  of 
teachers  guided  the  students  in  this 
inquiry  and  led  the  students  to  more 
sophisticated  levels  of  thinking.  By  the 
time  their  research  was  completed. 


students  were  personally  reflecting  their 
own  views  in  their  presentations  as  to 
why  their  woman  was  notable  and  what 
impact  she  had  on  society. 

Students  also  read  various  books  on  the 
lives  of  Canadian  women  and  shared  their 
accomplishments,  setbacks  and  successes. 
During  the  course  of  this  inquiry  students 
viewed  several  videos  on  women, 
including  one  which  showed  the  view 
points  of  rural  Manitoba  farm  wives  who 
had  been  interviewed  in  the  1990s  by 
Lindor  Reynolds. 

Lindor  Reynolds,  well-known  Winnipeg 
Free  Press  columnist,  then  visited  the 
Grade  5  classes  and  reflected  on  her 
career,  explaining  the  challenges  she  has 
faced  and  the  impact  she  believes  she  has 
had  on  others. 

An  exciting  part  of  this  inquiry  (and  part  of 
its  assessment)  involved  having  each 
student  represent  her  notable  woman  in  a 
dramatic  presentation;  costumes  and 
props  added  to  this  excitement.  With

enthusiasm,  confidence  and  creativity, 
each  student  clearly  demonstrated  why 
and  how  her  notable  woman  had  impacted 
the  lives  of  others.  In  this  way,  "Her"  story 
became  "Their"  story. 

Have  these  students  gained  an  insight  into 
how  they  too,  can  impact  the  world  in 
which  they  live?  Have  they  learned  how 
necessary  it  is  to  be  committed,  flexible 
and  resilient  in  their  personal  journeys? 
Will  they  become  notable  women? 

Time  will  tell — but  my  bet  is: 
Count  on  it!

Mew  Technology  Enhances  Biology  Projects

In  December,  the  Senior  4  Biology  students 
had  to  research  a  genetic  disease  and  use 
PowerPoint  to  present  it  to  the  class.  From 
previous  years,  we  had  gained  the 
knowledge  of  how  to  use  PowerPoint,  but 
it  was  not  until  this  year  that  we  have  had 
the  chance  to  use  the  Smart  Boards 
recently  purchased  by  BH. 

This  new  equipment  resembles  a  white 
board,  and  is  connected  to  a  computer 


Similar  to  an  overhead  projector,  the 
images  and  text  that  are  on  the  computer, 
are  projected  onto  the  Smart  Board,  thus, 
it  is  very  effective  for  presentations.  For 
our  purposes,  it  was  especially  useful 
when  using  the  PowerPoint  program.  The 
Smart  Board  allows  you  to  draw  directly 
on  the  board,  with  either  a  specially 
purposed  drawing  tool  or  your  finger 
Instead  of  using  a  chalkboard  to  solve  a 
math  problem  or  an  overhead  to  show  a 
diagram,  these  can  be  directly  drawn  onto 
the  Smart  Board.  Anything  written  or 
drawn  onto  the  Smart  Board  can  be 
emailed  to  the  entire  class  as  well  as 
saved  to  our  documents. 

The  genetic  diseases  that  we  each 
researched  were  Angelman  Syndrome, 
Tay-Sachs  Disease,  and  Huntington's 
Disease.  For  each  of  these  projects,  a 
Punnett  square  showing  how  the  disease 
is  inherited  was  required,  as  well  as 
images,  charts  and  diagrams.  All  of  these 


were  incorporated  into  the  projects  to  help 
teach  the  class  about  the  diseases. 

The  Smart  Board  made  the  presentation  of 
our  PowerPoint  projects  easier  because  to 
bring  up  the  next  point  or  the  next  slide,  all 
that  was  needed  was  a  tap  on  the  board. 
It  allowed  us  to  underline  or  circle  key 
terms  while  presenting  and  to  write  small 
amounts  of  additional  text  on  the  board. 
The  colours  are  also  more  vibrant  and  the 
text  is  clearer  than  when  a  presentation  is 
projected  onto  a  white  screen. 

We  now  are  more  familiar  with  how 
technology  can  be  used  in  practical  ways. 
Using  technology  on  a  regular  basis 
ensures  our  ability  and  proficiency  with 
different  programs.  Balmoral  Hall  provides 
its  students  with  wonderful  opportunities 
and  is  without  doubt,  integrating 
technology  into  daily  classes,  thus 
broadening  our  knowledge  and  capabilities.
